Sundown Wednesday, September 27, 
the first day of tlie .lewish month Tis- 
hri, will mark the beginning of 
the 
Jewish high holidays.

mence with the feast of Bosh Hashanah, 
or New Year. 
The New Year will be 
followed by 
ten 
days 
of 
penitence, 
which reach their climax in the Day of 
Atonement, October 7th. 


"On the New Year all the inhabitants 
of the earth pass before Him a« sheep 
before a shepherd." In these words the 
ancient Jewish law book, the Mislma, 
refers to the significance of this day. 
It is a day of judgment, when the sins 
and the merits of all men are weighed 
by the Divine Judge, 
The Talmud tells 
tiiat in this • annual New Year's .iudg- 
ment scene three T^ooks lie open before 
the Most High. 
In one book, the Book 
of Life, 
the, names of the 
perfectly 
righteous, the sinless, are inscribed; the 
second book, the Book of Death, has re- 
corded in it the names of the utterly 
wicked, and the third book is for the 
ordinary 
"middle type'' 
of men, in 
whose behalf 
judgment 
is suspended 
through the ten dajs of penitence, until 
the Day of Atonement, when the dcci- 
sitm is fiiiall.y made and recorded. 


The eervices for rthe da.y are especial- 
ly 
solemn. 
Prayers 
in 
prose 
and 
poetry, dwellinjr upoit the theme of 
God's'judgment of man, are recited and 
sung. 
The Ram's horn, tho "Shofar, '

ance, is sounded in all synagogs.

pers greet each other with the words, 
"May you be written down for a good 
year."

Johnson an official notice relative to the registratioii requirements for 
rolcrs fit the coming: election'that is highly important and should be 
j_'iven clos<-' attention by every man M'ho expects to cast a ballot in 
Alien county in Xo^-ember. 
Since the same law applies to other In- 
:liana counties as well, The Sentinel urges upon all its readers in the 
territory surrounding Fort Wayne an equally close examination of 
ihc law in order that there may be no question of the voter's right to 
participate in the returning of the verdict at the polls. 


l'>]'iefly summarized, the law requires registration this year by 
( very voter of the precinct whose name does not appear on the reg- 
istration books used at the last general election in November, 1914, or 
who registered but failed to vote at that election, and by every voter 
•who has moved from the precinct in wiiich he was last registered. 
In 
other words, if you registered and voted two years ago, and still re- 
side in the same precinct, re-registration is unnecessary. 
Under any 
other conditions, you must i-egister or you will be denied the privilege 
of voting in November. Attention is also called to the fact that there 
is but one registration day instead of tAvo or more as Avas formerly 
the ease. Monday, the !Hh day of October, is your sole opportunity. 
Do not fail to register if your case conies within the stipulation of the 
law requiring such action.

Police Are of Opinion That 
Conflagration Was Work 
pf a Firebug. 


Police and firemen are vigorously in- 
vestigating the theory that a firebug 
started the blaze in the barn at the rear 
of the Christie bakery, in the rolling 
mill district, Wednesday night, which 
caused a loss of $ir.,000.

Firemen were able to accomplish little 
except by use of chemicals and directing 
efforts oif the bucket brigade, 
ilost at- 
tention was given to keeping the wiKl 
flames from firing the rolling mills and 
a great straw stack near the seat ot tlu 
fire 
Paint was scorched from the side 
of several cottages facing the doomed 
buildings. 


All attempts of firemen to make u.sc 
of the waterworks fixtures of the rolling 
mills failed because the nozzles at the 
mills arc too small for the city hose 
couplings. 
The district is just outside 
the city limits and city water main.- 
have not been installed. 


Tt is recalled that three fire.= wer(' 
started simultaneously in two 
straw 
stacks and the Bohemian clubhouse in 
the district a week ago. 
People of tha 
neighborhood gave out at the time that 
they were sure the fir.-s >vcre caused by 
a firebug. Rags and straw were found 
at the corner of the clubhouse, where 
the bla^e was put out before extensive 
damage was wrought. 


It has been reported to the police that 
a feud, starting over ownership of a 
small straw stack, has been raging for 
several weeks between families of the 
district.

3rr. Stevens, who is well knoAvri as a 
lawyer and i\riter, said that although 
he Avas a champion of government oper 
ation, of many enterprises, he had, after 
thorough investigation, been unable to 
ascertain "any real or speculative jus- 
titication for any branch of otir govern- 
ment engaging in the insurance busi- 
n e s s . H e thought the advocacy of so- 
cial insurance in this country was an- 
other instance of the fact that "we have 
a- nonchant for copying most everything 
attempted across the Atlantic, regardless 
of the purpose or motive or form of 
govornment or dissimilarity in popular 
aims and ideals of the Ewopean law- 
making bodies from those of our own 
coiintry.'' 


•'We liave. as a result," he said, "a 
maze of statutes covering some phase 
of OA er.A- conceivable real and theoretical 
form of government known to mankind 
—from the most abiohite autocracy to 
the most ideal anarchy. 


"The object of society is the promotion 
of happiness; of government, the pro- 
tection of that happiness from injury 
by the evil-minded, and wicked members 
of society, 


"T believe 
that 
good 
health, good 
morals and civic safety all require that 
whenever man or woman shall be em- 
ployed to render any service of any 
kind 
a 
life-sustaining, 
fair, 
decent 
compensation 
for such service should 
be paid. 
These and many other regu- 
lations for the safo-gnarding and pro- 
motion of individual rights and indi- 
vidual health and individual enterprises, 
are all matters of protecting the good 
members of society from the wicked 
mombors of society. But when it comes 
to the government undertaking a pa- 
ternal control of the private business 
affairs of the individual, or the laying 
of the foundation for individual depend- 
ence upon the state instead of upon per- 
sonal amlntion. initiative and independ- 
ence, then it behooves law-makers to 
take careful soundings of the seat we 
are traversing to ascertain whether we 
are headed for a restoration of a six- 
teenth century monarchy or the estab- 
lishment of a twentieth centnry feudal- 
ism. Avith all of the serfdom of tKe for- 
mer European institutions and with in- 
finitely more poAver in the hands of the 
rulers than any feudal lords ever pos- 
sessed. 


"If the government principle of in- 
surance is sound, why not make it ap- 
ply to all classes of society instead of 
to a fcAv particular classes of society? 


"If, as the champions of this sort of 
insurance claim, its object is to con- 
serve life and heaJth, why discriminate 
in the choice of classes Avhose liyes and 
health shall be protected either wholly 
or partially at the expense of all the 
people and wholly through the opera- 
tions of the people's government?'Who 
is to be tho judge of Avhat lives arc 
most valuable to the republic that gov- 
ernment may make special provision for 
their preserA-ation ? 


"The fact is that if life and health 
can only bo conserved, or can best be 
conserved by 
the government 
taking 
over in AA-hole or in part every industry 
and enterprise that has a bearing on 
life or health, then we should have a 
social dairy, a social flouring mill, a so- 
cial bakery, a social slaughter house, a 
social farm, a social garden, a soeial 
hennery, a social pig-sty and boundl'ess 
othor social undertakings. 


"Tho 
supremo question 
confronting 
legislative bodies in our country con- 
corning matters of this nature is, and 
ahvays must he, can any possible bene- 
fit to be deriAed by a few persons or 
by a fcAv groups of persons compensate 
for the roA-ersal of our governmental 
theories, and the destruction of dwarf- 
ing of indiA'idual development and per- 
sonal patriotism that must inevitably 
follow such a. procedure?''

Report on Butter Fat in 
Milk Completed by the 
Health Inspectors. 


Amount of butter fafc contained 
in 
milk, delivered in Fort W a ^ e , by the 
forty-seven leading dairies has been' cal- 
culated by health officers. 


Gity law requires that milk hold 3.3 
per cent butter fat. 
The^ state code de- 
mands 3.25 per cent of 
the fat. 
Ten 
dairies 'have fallen below the margin in 
the test just completed. 


All dairymen who are near the mar- 
gin or-^below the legal margin are being 
notified by letters sent out by the health 
department, Thursday. "Steps to enrich 
tM milk must be taken at once," the or- 
der reads. 


Shortage of proper amount of butter 
fat may be due to physical condition of 
the dairy cows, it may be due to food 
given them or possibly to diluting the 
milk, health inspectors say. 
All milk 
containing more than 3.5 per cent but- 
ter fat meets the approval of the health 
board.

Frodttction of Foodstuff 
for Curreuls Tear Has 
XmproTed. 


Mexico City, g^pt. 21.—fCorrespon 
dence of The Associated Press.)—The 
praduction, of foodstuffs in Merico for 
the current year h89 <?hyiiite4 any chancç 
of shortage, according to the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The crops are said 
to be not only 
sufficient • to 
prévit 
famine, but will make Mexico practicaUy 
independent of importation of foodstuff«, 
from other countries, although a certain 
amount of corn and flour will contint» 
to be inipprted iiito the northern states 
from the United fatate.«; because of su- 
perior facilities for transportation 
t i 
those localities. 
^ 


The crops, it is admitted, vrill no., 
reach normal production but will be 
sufficient to allow d certain amount of 
exportation. 
The question of food sup- 
niy is one of distribution rather than 
production, and it will he ncieaçary to 
transport to the more barren 
states 
products from those localities where nor- 
mal or nearlv normal crops prevail. 
It 
is pointed out that while some undoubt- 
edly died of starvation in the capital 
last year, this was due not to shortage 
of food but to the impossibility of ade- 
quately transporting what waa avail- 
able. 


Within the last few months, according 
to the department officials, means of 
transportation have increased many fold. 
Regular train service has been resumed 
not only with the United States border 
but between interior pointa and rail- 
roads which have been idle for an ex- 
tended period have resumed operation. 


The corn crop, the great Mexican fool 
staple, will he good in all portions of 
the republic except Zacatecas, Durango. 
Chihuahua and San Luis Potosi. In cadi 
of these states disturbed conditions have 
not only prevented planting but have 
left the farmers with an inadequate suji- 
ply of seed corn. 
Tn the other states 
tl>o corn crop has been excellent. 
Tho 
agricultural department also expects to 
add to tlie available supply a largì» 
amount of old corn hitherto hold for 
larse price advance««. 


The bean crop, according to depart' 
mental reports, while not a bumper one, 
will be sufficient to permit the exportn- 
tion of old beans, tlie embargo on tlie 
foreign sale of Avhicli recently was re- 
moved by a decree of tito first chief. In

solely to the speculative operations of 
Pancho Villa in the 
last

years. 
When the constitutionalist 
nioveinent 
took form in 1913, the rich farmers 
abandoned their ranches and lied to 
Mexico City. The poor people who had 
worked ou 
these properties, houei'cr. 
proceeded to raise a tremendous crop 
of beans which Avere stored throughout 
the state. 
Villa, it is said, found this 
supply and shipped it to the United 
States for sale, leavinir not even e^iough 
for seed supply. 
It is rstiniatàd h?« 
shipped over 1,500.000 bushels of bean^ 
and oflicials say the state never has re- 
covered . from the scarcity which re- 
sulted. 


The production of cotton, it is admit 
ted by tlie department of apriculture. 
will fall 50 per œo.nt below normal, but 
reports from the Laguna district as to 
the amount of water now in the streams 
which in Bomc seasons are entirely dry 
indicate a full crop next year. 


There is a great nj'ed among 
the 
farmers for new parts of the more sim- 
ple types of agricultural machinery and 
the department of agriculture now is 
preparine a plan whereby such supplies 
aa 
plowpoints 
and 
other 
machinery 
parts will be bought in large quantities 
by the government and sold at cost to 
the small farmers. 


Efforts already arc being made by 
the government to establish a aysTcìn 
of farm loans. In Colima a commission 
has been appointed to disburse 500,000 
pesos

among the more needy small farmers of 
the states. 
Similar ih-ganizations are 
bein» formed in other parts of the re- 
public.

Behind the Somme Front, Sept. 10.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Pres.?.)—There never was a time when 
so little was known of the kaiser's move- 
ments as at present. 
When he decides 
upon a trip to .some point on the front it 
is kept as secret as possible, and if ever 
reported in the German pre.«.s is delayed 
until the royal visitor is far away—per- 
haps on the other side of the empire. It 
is believed Emperor William visits the 
front more frequently than any other 
ruler. 


Hecently corre.spondents visiting the 
southern section of the Somme front did 
not learn until -well past midnight that 
the emperor at nine o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the day just breaking would re- 
view as many of the troops as could be 
assembled at a point a few miles back 
from the fighting but still within sound 
of the guns. 


The correspondents were on hand be- 
fore the appointed time—and had a 
chance to sec some maneuvering that 
would» have done credit to first line 
troops in peacetime. On the dot of nine 
the companies drew up in parade fomla- 
tion on a broad level ground that was 
formerly a back yard of an ancient cha- 
teau. 
They formed three sides of a 
square, at one end of whiel^ was a mili- 
tary band, and in the center the officers. 


Half an hour after the appointed time 
the kaiser arrived in a lean, gray auto- 
hiobile. 
He sprang from the car with 
the vigor of o young man. lie wore tlie 
helmet of a general of infantry, but the 
tall boots, coming in front high above the 
knee, of a cuirra.sier. He cast from his 
shoulders the long gray cape vith a fur 
collar in which lie is shown in his fav- 
orite pictures, and with a stride of long 
8tet)s lifting each foot high from thè 
ground, his majesty walked toward that 
end of tl»e formation where the band 
stood. 
His s^ndard bearers, who ul- 
ways walk behind with his flag, had their 
work cut out for them as he strode 
Ahead. 
At first he paused juat á ino- 
niènt, greeted the general-ih commahil, 
bowed aiid saluted to other officers, and" 
then turned down the line. He walked 
ás one attempting to go through a dewy 
pasture i^nd still keep one's feet reason- 
ably dry, with great high steps.

a little distance liad a chance to see his 
majesty at close range, and to get a good 
look at his seamed and lined, but strong, 
healthy, vigorous face. 


After the decorating tlie kaiser walked 
to the roadway that leads by the cha- 
teau, then faced about and prepared to 
review the troops. Most of them w^ere 
new 
troop.s, 
})robably few had ever 
marched by their emperor before, and it 
was possible to detect some nervousness. 
But they paraded in the goose-step as 
bravely and as stiffly us ever did a like 
set of men on the Tempelhofcr Feld. 


The commander made the customary 
adilrcss in which he pledged loyalty to 
his majesty and a firm determination to 
fight on. 
His voice rose and fell with 
emotion, and what he said obviously af- 
fected the emperor. 
The kaiser an- 
swered in a voice that from a distance 
was hard to understand though it was 
silver-clear and more highly pitched than 
that of hi.s general. Tlic soldiers, how- 
ever. could hear it, and their faces glowed 
as their emperor thanked them. 


The parade ended as abruptly as it be- 
gan, 
'J'he emperor, hastily donning his 
fur-collarcd cape, sprang back into his 
gray limousine and was off.

MAY HM BE BARE 


Publication of Letters Will 
Send Wrangle to the 
Reichstag: 


Berlin, Sept. 20.—(Via London, Sept. 
21.)—Renewed and full discussion in 
the rGichstag of the controversy which 
led to the retirement of Admiral von 
Tirpitz as m'nister of the navy appears 
to be inevitable in consequence of the 
publication yesterday of the letters ex- 
changed between Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollwegg and the admiral. 


From these letters the public learned 
that in a private conversation Profes- 
sor Valentine asserted 
Admiral 
von 
Tirpitz had misled the reichstag in re- 
gard to the number of available sub- 
marines and the possibility of a sub- 
marine campaign. 
The admiral 
de- 
manded that the chancellor discipline 
Professor Valentine but the chancellor 
while freeing the admiral from 
the 
charges took the position that the pro- 
fessor was not subject to his disci- 
plinary powers. 


These letters, however, touched only 
the fringes of accusations and allega- 
tions which for months have been cir- 
culating from mouth to mouth in con- 
nection with this controversy. 
There 
is 
attributed 
to Professor Valentine 
not only the statement that 
Admiral 
von Tirpitz furnished Incorrect figures 
regarding the number of available sub- 
marines, which charge the chancellor 
declares, imfounded, but also the dec- 
laration that the admiral deliberately 
misled the reichstag and the chancellor 
regarding the previous success of the 
submarine campaign and the amount 
of tonnage destroyed and that the for- 
eign office obtained the correct figures 
only from papers stolen from the ad- 
miralty. 


This account of Professor Valentine's 
conversation not only reached Admiral 
von Tirpitz but was submitted in the 
form of an afiidavit to the Bavarian 
war ministry and formed one of the 
subjects of discussion at an audience 
granted last month by the king of Ba- 
varia to a delegation which demanded 
a change in the imperial policy and the 
sharpest 
possible 
warfare 
against 
Great Britain. 


In a communication printed in the 
Nord 
Deutsche 
Allgemeinc 
Zeitung 
this afternoon Professor Valentine de- 
nies flatly any mention of the theft of 
papers from the admiralty or that, as 
charged in the affidavit, he cited as 
authorit.v for this statement the chan- 
cellor with Avhom at that time he was 
not acquainted.

fare league and the honor system" will 
be materially curtailed.

Country Has Responded in 
Generous Fashion to 
Europe's Needs. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
21.—Americans' 
gifts to the sixty principal war relief 
societies are estimated at $28,896,277, 
by the new year book of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Pcace, be- 
ing distributed today. 


Seven million dollars of this amount 
went into the $80,Out),000 raised from 
all sources for'the commission of relief 
in Belgium. 
In addition, the Belgian 
relief fund raised $3,085,000 and other 
societies added $184,000, making a.grand 
total for Belgium of $10,269.000, or more 
than one-thiid of America's total con- 
tributions. 


AlUes Get $13,000,000. 


Twelve 
organizations 
raised 
more 
than $2,000,000 for France specifically, 
while $594,000 was raised for England, 
$12,000 for Russia 
and 
$313,000 for 
Serbia. 
This, with the Belgian total, 
makes a grand total for the entente 
allies of $13,000,000, not including $3,- 
000,000 o£ American Red Crosg funds 
which were very, largely used in allied 
countries. 


The German Red Cross received $2,- 
750,000 from this country, with three 
German-American relief bodies bringing 
the entire central power distributions to 
$3,750,000. 


Contributions for dependent nation- 
alities affected by the war's ravages 
total over $9,000,060. 
By far the larg- 
est single fund of this sort is that of 
the American Jewish Relief committee 
with $4,000,000,

Road Facetiously Criti- 
cizes "Safety First" 
Practices. 


Over the cognomen of Homer Pig- 
eon, a writer, who claims to be a tmin 
dispatcher 
on 
a 
southern 
railway, 
writes the Railway Age-Gazetto as 
follows: 


"The railroad on which 
am em- 
ployed is a comparatively short one, 
but It has a long and ambitious name; 
not tho 'Xew York, J^lcxico City & 
Yokohama,' but about as bad l.3 
that. 
However, it is very up-to-date; it has 
a loudly advertised policy of 'Safety 
First." Above the dispatchers' table is 
a ratlier ornately 
designed 
placard 
bearing- the advertising symbol of the 
company, and a safety-first motto. On 
the train sheet—thoughtfully placed in 
a space that could otherwise be used 
by the dispatcher to much better ad- 
vantage—is the same design in minia- 
ture. 
On tho blotters which wo use 
is printed a -wordy dissertation upon 
the necessity of employees being safe 
above all other things. 


•'Bearing this iirmly in mind I safe- 
ring the operators at Guatemala, 
Peking and Vladivostok to safely »s.sue 
a siife train order; and it Is one which 
conilitions demand shall be longer than 
usual. 


" 'Wait a minute,' says Guatemala, 
'until I step out and see if my signal 
light is burning. 
This cross between 
rainwater and Scott's Emulsion that 
they furnish for signal oil won't burn 
longer than ten minutes at a time.' 


"Tm ready,' says Peking, 'but you 
will have to send awfully slow^, so 1 
can bear down hard enough to get 
through these darned 
old 
worn-out 
carbons.' 


•• 'Why don't you get some new car- 
bons?' 1 inquire. 


'•'Can't; on account of the war, I 
guess. 
Wc order three dozen every 
month, and get half a dozen. 
They're 
good for about throe days.' 


" 'Can I put it on a "31" instead oE 
a "19"?' inciuircs Vladivostok. 
'We're 
almost out of 19 blanks and T shall 
have to stop 262 to deliver It anyway. 
We haven't any 
hoops 
hero and I 
nearly got killed trying to hand one 
up last liight. 
Going to stop 'em after 
this. 
Safety ilrst, you know.' 


'"Why don't you get some hoops?' 
" 'Can't. 
We've been ordering four 
every month for a year, and have writ- 
ten letters about them, too; 4>ut never 
got any except one that was sent to us 
Christmas. 
That, however, got broken 
Decoration day.' 


"'Full up!' breaks 
in 
Guatemala, 
when I am within three words of the 
end o£ the order. 
'Could get the rest 
of it down but would have to run it 
into the print. 
Tllese blanks ain't big 
enough to write the company's full 
name on with a stylus plain enough to 
be read,'- 


" -ilake another. I'll send it over,' 
I announce, comforting myself 
with 
thoughts of 'Safety First' while trains 
wait for orders. 


"When I have finished this interest- 
ing process I reread a chapter or two 
of 'Safety First' literature and wonder 
if the policy of the company isn't real- 
ly 'Safety First, but Saving Firster,' 
Perhaps it i.s the result more of train- 
ing and Instinct than of a definite pol- 
icy on the part of the parties concern- 
ed, but it is certainly noticeable on 
many railroads, that wdiere economy 
and safety-llrst clash, economy 
(so- 
called) 
more 
often triumphs. 
The 
store and stationery departments of a 
railroad offer a wide Held for either 
economy 
or extr^avagance, 
and the 
wise administration is not one that 
substitutes arbitrary stinginess for in- 
telligent judgment of requirements. 
It 
does not make a good showing In de- 
creased disbursements, whjle the ser- 
vice on the line suffers for it. 


"I have never yet seen a dispatcher's 
ofllce where the supply of blotters, pen 
points, Ink, etc., was large enough to 
last from one requisition day to an- 
other, and I have often observed that 
other oiBces felt the pinch of tho same 
clrcuinstanccs. 
However, it la gener- 
ally possible to beg enough advertising 
blotters from insurance 
agentp' and 
buy enor.gh jien points, and water tho 
Ink until it has the writlnj? quallttes 
of weak tea. and got^through tho crisis 
O. K., in that respect. 
But when It 
com«« to .cconomisinir on trA^n order 


nected with the handling of train or- 
ders—'Safety First!" 
Instead of being 
so desperately careful that too much 
of such material is not furnished. Some 
one should make it a point to see that 
a sufficient supply for average needs 
is furnished, 


"Mr. General Manager, please do 
see to it that ambitious stationers do 
not arbitrarily curtail such 
requisi- 
tions; let them cut down only after a 
thorough investigation shows that they 
are justified in so doing. 
An operator 
who turns out illegible copies of train 
orders through use of worn-out car- 
bons should not be retained in the ser- 
vice. There Is nothing more hazardous 
than such an order. An adequate sup- 
ply of train-order 
hoops 
should be 
njaintained at every station. 
Any one 
who differs with me on this subject is 
respectfully requested to try to hand 
up an order with his bare hands to a 
train going forty-five miles an hour. 


"Of course, there is always a risk 
that these articles may be diverted to 
other uses than the ones they are in- 
tended for, 
I nd cause a big waste. 
The train-order carbons might be used 
for wrapping 
fresh butter, 
and 
the 
hoops are adapted to lassoing jackrali- 
bita. But if there is anything in 'Safe- 
ty First' it demands that this risk be 
taken in preference to the other risks 
Of butting collision or of an operator 
being struck halfway between the mail 
cjjtchcr and the warehouse by a Pacific 
type while in the performance of his 
duties. 


"Jn this connection I wonder if there 
is any reason, other than that they 
may cost a cent 
a million 
cheaper 
than a larger blank, why tho railroad 
companies so religiously adhere to the 
use of such small train order blanks. 
These forms evidently were devised In 
ancient times when a white mule fur- 
nished ample motive power for all the 
trains that were run. I suppose a con- 
tract was signed that they would be 
used for the next ninety-nine years. 
Very few railroads have a train order 
blank long enough to contain an ordtfr 
of average length without cramping, 
despite the fact that the orders must 
be copied in manifold. If there .s anyr 
thing that should be firmly and clearly 
written, it is a train order."

Washington, Sept. 21.—ConferCTces of 
federal agents who have been ihv^tij^Bit- 
ing the. so-called blackmailiiig syndicate 
were continued at the department of jus- 
tice today.

of prosecution against the alleged black- 
mailers of Mrs, Regina S, Klipper, of 
Philadelphia, in the federal court in New 
York city.

The poor people who luul 
worked OIL these properties, however, 
proceeded to raise a tremendous crop 
of beana which were stored throughout, 
the state. Villa, it. is said, found this 
supply and shipped it to the United 
States for tale, leaving not even enough 
for seed supply. It is estimated he 
shipped over 1,500,000 bushels of beans 
and officials say tho state never has re- 
covered 
from ' the scarcity which re- 


sulted. 


The production of cotton, it is admit- 


ted by the department of agriculture, 
will fall jl) per cent below normal, but 
reports from the Laguna district as to 
the amount of water now in the streams 
which in some .seasons are entirely dry 
indicate a full crop next year.

farmers for new parts of the more sim-

21,)—Renewed and full discussion in 
the rc-tchstag of the controversy which 
led to the retirement of Admiral \ >n 
Tirpttz as in'nlster ot the navy appears 
to be Inevitable in consequence of the 
publication yesterday ot the letters ex- 
changed between Chancellor von Beth- 
niann-HoUwegg and the admiral. 


From these letters the public learned 


that in a private conversation Profes- 
sor Valentine asserted Admiral von 
Tirjiitz had misled the reichstas in re- 
gard to the number of available sub- 
marines and the possibility of a sub- 
marine campaign. 
The admiral de- 


manded that the chancellor discipline 
Professor Valentine, but the chancellor 
while freeing the admiral from the 
charges took the position that the pro- 
fessor was nut subject to his disci- 
plinary powers. 


These letters, however, touched only 


the fringes of accusations and allega- 
tions which for months have been cir- 
culating from mouth to mouth in con- 
nection with this controversy. 
There 


is attributed to Professor Yalent'ne 
not only the statement that Admiral 
von TIrpitz furnished incorrect figures 
regarding the number of available sub-
